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PREFACE 








INTRODUCTION 


The CINAHL Subject Heading List contains all the terms 
currently used to provide subject access in the Cumulative 
Index to Nursing & Allied Health Literature. 


The reconstruction of the Subject Heading List in 1983 was a 


continuation of plans that culminated in computerized access 
to CINAHL in 1984. The most fundamental change made 
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was the addition of tree numbers to each heading; these 
numbers yield a hierarchical listing that is invaluable for both 
manual and computer searching. 


The Subject Heading List is updated on an annual basis. 
The changes are described in the Guide to Subject Heading 
Changes in this publication. 





ALPHABETIC LIST 


The Alphabetic List contains all CINAHL subject headings 
and their cross references arranged in alphabetical order. 
Citations will be found in the subject section of CINAHL only 
under the headings that appear in large type. All other 
entries are cross references leading the user to authorized 
CINAHL headings. 


Cross references are of two types: 


1) See references refer from terms not used to valid 
CINAHL headings. In most cases, the term referred 
from is synonymous to the preferred term. The refer- 
ences appear in lower case and the preferred CINAHL 
term in upper case, e.g., 


Bonding, Parent-Infant see PARENT-INFANT 
BONDING 


The “x” symbol listed under a valid CINAHL heading 
indicates a backwards see reference, e.g., 


PARENT-INFANT BONDING 
x Bonding, Parent-Iinfant 


See also references indicate related CINAHL headings 
which generally do not appear in the same tree, e.g., 


HOSPITALIZATION 
see also 
CHILD, HOSPITALIZED 


The “XX” symbol indicates a backwards see also 
reference, €.g., 


CHILD, HOSPITALIZED 
XX HOSPITALIZATION 


Each heading is followed by one or more alphanumeric 
codes (tree numbers) which direct the user to the place(s) in 
the Tree Structures where the term is to be found. A dollar 
sign ($) preceding the tree number indicates either that the 
heading does not also appear in Medical Subject Headings 
(MeSh) or that it appears in a different position within the 
MeSH tree structures. A plus sign (+) following the tree 
number indicates that there are additional terms indented 
under that heading in the Tree Structures. 


Two different types of notes may appear in the thesaurus 
record: 


1) The date identifies what year a term was added as a 
subject heading. 


2) Scope notes provide brief definitions of headings that 
may be unclear and/or explain the use of subheadings.

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TREE STRUCTURES 


The Tree Structures list all the CINAHL headings in a subject 
hierarchy. The trees are composed of 16 broad categories 
(e.g., Category A = Anatomy) most of which are divided 
further into subcategories (e.g., Subcategory A7 = Anatomy- 
Cardiovascular System). The CINAHL terms in each 
subcategory are arranged hierarchically according to their 
alphanumeric codes (tree numbers) from the most general to 
the most specific. Each CINAHL term appears in at least 
one place in the trees and may appear in as many additional 
places as are logically appropriate. 


CINAHL indexers routinely use the most specific headings 
available to represent indexable concepts. For example, 
articles on nurse practitioners working with the elderly will be 
indexed only under the specific heading GERONTOLOGIC 
NURSE PRACTITIONERS. They will not also appear under 
the general term NURSE PRACTITIONERS. The CINAHL 
user who neglects to look up the heading NURSE PRACTI- 


CINAHL has made limited see also references between 
headings that appear in the same tree, consequently 


examination of the Tree Structures is the most accurate way 
to identify many specific headings of interest. Any CINAHL 
heading that has been assigned a tree number followed by a 
plus sign (+) should be looked up in the trees since there will 
be specific headings indented beneath it. CINAHL users 
may also consult the trees to find additional subject headings 
that express related concepts whether at the same level, or 
at higher or lower levels of specificity. 


In the Tree Structures, each term is followed by a number 
that indicates its position in the hierarchy. It may also be 
followed by one or more additional numbers in smaller type 
that indicate other tree locations for the same heading. 
These cross reference tree numbers are truncated to the 
third level. 


The trees also contain some terms that are designated 
(NON-CINAHL). These are included solely for the purpose 
of clarifying the logical structure of the tree. They are never 
used for indexing and do not appear in the subject section of 
CINAHL.

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PERMUTED LIST 


The Permuted List is an alphabetic index of every significant 
term appearing in a CINAHL subject heading or cross 
reference. Indented under each entry term is a list of all of 
the subject headings and cross references which include 
that term, e.g.,

Each segment of a hyphenated term is considered as one 
word. For example, the heading EDUCATION, POST-RN is 
listed under both POST and RN as well as EDUCATION. 
The only exception to this policy is the term X-RAY which is 
treated as a single word. Non-significant terms — articles, 
conjunctions, some prepositions — are not entries. Single 
letters, Arabic numbers, and Roman numerals are included, 
however. Entry terms are listed in alphabetical order with 
Arabic numbers at the end. 


The Permuted List has a variety of uses: 


1) A-searcher can locate the appropriate main heading 
when only one word of the heading is known. For 
example, the entry term Chemolysis will lead the 
user to INTERVERTEBRAL DISK CHEMOLYSIS, 
the authorized CINAHL heading. 


It provides a link between headings and cross refer- 
ences which might be related but which do not 
necessarily appear together in either the alphabetic 
or tree structure list. For example, under the entry 
term INFANT, one finds such potentially useful 
headings as PARENT-INFANT BONDING; INFANT, 
HIGH RISK; and SUDDEN INFANT DEATH. No 
relationship between these terms is suggested 
elsewhere in the thesaurus. 


It displays headings which would be retrieved when 
doing a text word search in the CINAHL database, 
and thus allows searchers to identify potential "false 
drops." For example, a searcher using the term 
"ventilation" to find articles on mechanical ventilation 
might be unpleasantly surprised to retrieve informa- 
tion on MIDDLE EAR VENTILATION. Judicious use 
of the Permuted List can help to prevent the retrieval 
of irrelevant citations. 
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SUBHEADINGS 


TOPICAL SUBHEADINGS 


There are 47 topical subheadings (or secondary headings) 
that can be linked to CINAHL main headings to increase the 
specificity of indexing. These subheadings help to group 
together articles on a particular aspect of a topic. Not all 
subheadings can be used with all main headings; for 
example, the subheading /prevention and control is mean- 
ingless linked to the main heading NURSING PROTOCOLS. 
The subcategories of main headings with which a particular 
subheading can be combined are identified in parentheses in 
the list that follows. 


ABNORMALITIES (83) - Used with organs for congenital 
defects. (A not A10-12, A16) 


ADMINISTRATION - Used for administrative structure and 
management. (12, L, N2-4) 


ADMINISTRATION AND DOSAGE - Used with drugs for 
dosage forms, routes of administration, frequency and 
duration of administration, quantity of medication, and the 
effects of these factors. (B6, D) 


ADVERSE EFFECTS - Used with drugs, chemicals, plants, 
and manufactured products for undesirable reactions oc- 
curring in normal usage or accepted dosage. Also used 
for adverse effects or complications of diagnostic, thera- 
peutic, anesthetic, surgical, or other procedures. (B6, D, 
E, F4, G3, H, 13, J) 


ANALYSIS - Used for the identification or quantitative deter- 
mination of a substance or its constituents. Includes 
urinalysis, blood analysis, and cerebrospinal fluid analysis, 
chemistry, or chemical composition of an organ or drug. 
(A, B not B2, C4, D, G3, J) 


ANATOMY AND HISTOLOGY (83) - Used with organs, 
regions, and tissues for normal descriptive anatomy and 
histology. (A not A11-12) 


ANTAGONISTS AND INHIBITORS (85) - Used with chemi- 
cals, drugs, and endogenous substances to indicate sub- 
stances or agents which counteract their biological effects 
by any mechanism. (D) 


CHEMICALLY INDUCED (83) - Used for diseases, syn- 
dromes, abnormalities, or symptoms caused by chemical 
compounds. (C, F3) 


CLASSIFICATION (83) - Used for taxonomic or other sys- 
tematic or hierarchical classification systems. (B-N) 
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COMPLICATIONS (83) - Used with diseases to indicate 
conditions that co-exist or follow. (C, F3) 


DIAGNOSIS - Used for all aspects of diagnosis and assess- 
ment, including physical examination and prognosis. 
Excludes screening for which /prevention and control is 
used. The subheading /radiography is used for radio- 
graphic diagnosis. (C, F3) 


DIET THERAPY (83) - Used with disease headings for 
dietary and nutritional management. (C, F3) 


DRUG EFFECTS (83) - Used with organs, regions, tissues, 
or organisms and physiological and psychological proc- 
esses for the effects of drugs. Use with the D tree for 
endogenous substances only. (A, B not B2, D, F1-2, 
G4-11) 


DRUG THERAPY - Used with disease headings for the 
treatment and prevention of disease by the administration 
of drugs or chemicals. (C, F3) 


ECONOMICS (83) - Used for the economic aspects of any 
subject, including all aspects of financial management and 
fund raising. (C, E, F3-4, G1-3, |, J, L, N2-4) 


EDUCATION - Used for education and training in various 
disciplines and of various classes of persons. Prefer use 
with disciplines. (C, E-N) 


EDUCATION, CONTINUING - Used for continuing education 
in various disciplines and of various classes of persons. 
Prefer use with disciplines. (C, E-N) 


EDUCATION, GRADUATE - Used for graduate education in 
various disciplines and of various classes of persons. 
Prefer use with disciplines. (C, E-N) 


EPIDEMIOLOGY (91) - Used with diseases for distribution of 
disease and attributes of disease in defined populations; 
includes incidence, frequency, prevalence, endemic and 
epidemic outbreaks. (C, F1, F3) 


EQUIPMENT AND SUPPLIES - Used with diagnostic or 
therapeutic procedures of specialties/disciplines for the 
development, utilization, or modification of apparatus, 
instruments, or equipment. (E not E7, F2, F4, G1-3, H, 
J, L) 


ETIOLOGY (83) - Used with medical and social problems for 
causation. Includes environmental factors, microorgan- 
isms, life style, etc. Also used with nursing diagnoses. 

(C, F3, G3, 11, P) 





EVALUATION - Used with non-disease headings (e.g., be- 
havior mechanisms, physiological processes, programs, 
disciplines, classes of persons, facilities, and services) for 
evaluation and assessment. (E, F, G2-12, H-J, L-N, P) 


FAMILIAL AND GENETIC (90) - Used for discussion of 
genetic basis of disease; diseases occurring in family 
groups due to environmental factors, including infection 
and common dietary habits; includes hereditary disease. 
(C, F1, F3) 


HISTORY - Used for the historical aspects of any subject. 
(B6, C-F, G1-3, H-N) 


INJURIES - Used with anatomic headings for wounds and 
injuries. (A1-10, A13-15) 


LEGISLATION AND JURISPRUDENCE - Used for laws, 
statutes, ordinances, government regulations, legal con- 
troversy, and court decisions. (B6, C-F, G1-3, H-J, L-N) 


MANPOWER (83) - Used with disciplines and programs for 
the demand, supply, distribution, recruitment, and use of 
personnel. (F4, G1-2, H-J, L, N2-4) 


METHODS (83) - Used with technics, procedures, and 
programs for methods. (E not E7, F2, F4, G1-3, H-J, L, N) 


NURSING (83) - Used with diseases for nursing care and 
technics in their management; includes the nursing role in 
diagnostic, therapeutic, and preventive procedures. (C, E, 
F1, F3, G8) 


ORGANIZATIONS (83) - Used with disciplines and classes 
of persons for associated organizations, societies, agen- 
cies, etc. (C, E, G2, H, 11-2, K-M, N2) 


PHARMACODYNAMICS (87) - Used with drugs and ex- 
ogenously administered chemical substances for their 
actions on tissues and organisms; includes effects upon 
metabolism, acceleration or inhibition of biological proc- 
esses, and the mechanisms of action. (B6, D) 


PHYSIOLOGY - Used with organs, tissues and cells for their 
normal function. Also used with physical process and 
biochemical substances, endogenously produced, for their 
physiological role. (A, B, D, G7-11) 


PHYSIOPATHOLOGY - Used with organs, tissues, cell 
structures, and disease states for disordered function. (A, 
C, F3) 


POISONING (84) - Used with drugs, chemicals, plants, and 
industrial materials for human or animal poisoning, acute 
or chronic, whether the poisoning is accidental, occupa- 
tional, suicidal, by medication error, or by environmental 
exposure. (B6, D, J) 


PREVENTION AND CONTROL (83) - Used with disease 
headings for increasing disease resistance, control of 
transmission agents, prevention and control of environ- 
mental hazards, and prevention and control of social 
factors leading to disease. Includes immunization and 
screening. (C, F1, F3, G3, I1) 


PSYCHOSOCIAL FACTORS (83) - Used with diseases, 
psychological processes, technics, and named groups for 
psychological, psychiatric, psychosomatic, social, behav- 
ioral, and emotional aspects. (C, E not E7, F3, G, I, M, 
N1-2) 


RADIOGRAPHY (83) - Used with organs, regions, and 
diseases for x-ray examinations. Includes radionuclide 
imaging, angiography, and x-ray tomography. Use for 
radiographic diagnosis. For ultrasonic diagnosis and 
magnetic resonance imaging use /diagnosis. (A, C) 


RADIOTHERAPY (83) - Used with disease headings for the 
therapeutic use of ionizing radiation. (C) 


REHABILITATION (83) - Used with disease headings and 
surgical procedures for restoration of function of the indi- 
vidual. (C, E4, F3) 


STANDARDS (83) - Used with facilities, personnel, pro- 
grams, and services for the development, testing, and 
application of standards of adequacy or acceptable per- 
formance. Used with chemicals or drugs for standards of 
identification, quality, and potency. Includes health or 
safety standards in industries or occupations. (D-E, F4, 
G-J, L, N) 


SURGERY (83) - Used for operative procedures on organs, 
regions, or tissues for the treatment of disease. (A, C, F3) 


THERAPEUTIC USE (84) - Used with drugs, biological 
preparations, plants, and physical agents for their use in 
the prophylaxis and treatment of disease. (B6, D, H) 


THERAPY (83) - Used with diseases for therapies other than 
specific drug therapy, diet therapy, radiotherapy, rehabili- 
tation, or surgery for which subheadings exist. Also used 
for material dealing with multiple therapies. (C, F3) 


TRANSMISSION (87) - Used with diseases and microbes for 
mode of transmission. (B3-4, C) 


TRANSPLANTATION (83) - Used with organs, tissues, or 
cells for transplantation. (A) 


TRENDS (83) - Used for the manner in which a subject 
changes with time, whether past, present, or future. (C, E, 
F3-4, G1-3, H-J, L, N) 


UTILIZATION (83) - Used with equipment, programs, facili- 


ties, and services for discussions of how and how much 
they are used. (E, F4, G1-3, H-J, L, N, P) 
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TERTIARY HEADINGS 


A second group of subheadings exist that are called the 
tertiary headings. They are distinguished from the topical 
subheadings (or secondary headings) in two ways. First, 
they can either be linked directly to a CINAHL main heading 
OR they can be linked to the end of a main heading/topical 
subheading combination. For example: 


REHABILITATION NURSING/Great Britain or 
REHABILITATION NURSING/Education/Great Britain. 


And secondly, they can be used in combination with any 
CINAHL main heading as appropriate. 


These tertiary headings fall into two basic subcategories — 
age groups and geographic headings. Age group excep- 


tions /in pregnancy and /in utero function like other age 
group headings. 


AGE GROUPS 


IN ADOLESCENCE - Used for occurrence during adoles- 
cence, 13 to 18 years. 
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IN ADULTHOOD - Used for occurrence during adulthood, 
19-44 years. 


IN INFANCY AND CHILDHOOD - Used for occurrence 
during infancy and childhood, birth to 12 years. 


IN MIDDLE AGE - Used for occurrence during middle age, 
45-64 years. 


IN OLD AGE - Used for occurrence during old age, 65 
years+. 


IN PREGNANCY - Used for occurrence during pregnancy, 
from conception through puerperium. 


IN UTERO - Used for occurrence within the uterus from 
conception to birth. 


GEOGRAPHICS 


GEOGRAPHIC NAMES can be used both as subject 
headings and subheadings. A complete list of the 
geographics appears in the alphabetic and tree structures 
in the subject heading list. 





DESCRIPTORS 


These parenthetical statements generally indicate the form 
of the article indexed (anecdote, editorial, research, etc.) or 
the presence of some sample form or data (exam questions, 
pictorial, statistics, etc.). In a citation, the descriptor appears 
in parentheses after the author’s name. A complete list 
follows: 


ANECDOTE - indicates a brief narrative often informal in 
tone 


BIBLIOGRAPHY .-- indicates presence of a substantive bibli- 
ography — i.e., a list of books, journal articles, AVs, etc., 
on a topic or by a specific author. For material about 
preparation of or use of bibliographies see CINAHL main 
heading: BIBLIOGRAPHY. 


BIOGRAPHY .-- indicates a biography 
BOOK - indicates a book 


CARE PLAN -- indicates presence of a care plan —i.e., a 
plan developed to assure consistent care of an individual 
patient or for a specific disease. For material about prepa- 
ration of or use of care plans see CINAHL main headings: 
NURSING CARE PLANS or PATIENT CARE PLANS. 


CASE STUDY -- indicates a review of a particular condition, 
disease, or administrative problem 


CEU - indicates material which has been approved by a 
professional society for continuing education credit. May 
be dated or non-dated. CEU material will be double 
indexed under the main heading EDUCATION, CONTINU- 
ING (CREDIT) as well as under the appropriate subject 
terms. 


COMMENTARY -- indicates a commentary —i.e., a 
comment on a previously written article 


COMPUTER PROGRAM .-- indicates the presence of a 
computer program. For material about the preparation of 
and use of computer programs, see CINAHL main 
heading: SOFTWARE. 


DISSERTATION - indicates a dissertation. For material 
about dissertations see CINAHL main heading: THESES 
AND DISSERTATIONS. 


EDITORIAL - indicates an editorial 


EXAM QUESTIONS -- indicates the presence of sample 
exam or CEU questions 


FORMS .-- indicates the presence of sample forms. For 
material about the preparation of or use of forms in 
general see CINAHL main heading: DOCUMENTATION. 


INTERVIEW - indicates an interview 


LETTER -- indicates letters to the editor which are substan- 
tive in nature 


NURSING DIAGNOSES -- indicates material which contains 
nursing diagnoses as a substantive part of a care plan, 
case study, or in relation to the subject being discussed. 
For material about nursing diagnosis, see CINAHL main 
heading: NURSING DIAGNOSIS. 


OBITUARY -- indicates an obituary 
PAMPHLET -- indicates a pamphlet 


PICTORIAL - indicates the presence of substantive photo- 
graphs, pictures, or medical illustrations. Includes EEG 
and EKG leads 


PROTOCOL -- indicates the presence of a protocol — i.e., 
written plans specifying the methods to be followed in 
performing various procedures or in conducting research 


QUESTIONNAIRE -- indicates the presence of a sample 
questionnaire. For material about the preparation of or 
use of questionnaires see CINAHL main heading: QUES- 
TIONNAIRES. 
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RESEARCH -- indicates a research study containing data 
collection, methodology, discussion of results, etc. For 
material on how to conduct research or the value of re- 
search, see specific CINAHL main headings, such as 
RESEARCH, NURSING, CLINICAL or RESEARCH, 
MEDICAL. 


RESPONSE .-- indicates material written in response to a 
commentary 


REVIEW - indicates a substantial review of the literature 


STATISTICS - indicates the presence of substantive statisti- 
cal data applicable outside the context of a research 
study. For material about the collection or preparation or 
use of statistics see CINAHL main heading: STATISTICS. 
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TABLES/CHARTS -- indicates the presence of substantive 
tables and/or charts 


TEACHING MATERIALS - indicates examples of various 
teaching/educational materials, primarily used for patient 
instruction 


Note: Survey as a descriptor was deleted in 1989. The 
subject heading, SURVEYS, is used to indicate an article 
contains or is about a survey.

ABORTION, SPONTANEOUS: Up to 20th week of gestation. 
After 20th week use PERINATAL DEATH. 


ADVANCE DIRECTIVES: Declarations by patients or health care 
providers, made in advance of situations in which the patient 
may be incompetent to decide about his or her own care, stating 
treatment preferences or authorizing a third party for decision 
making purposes. 


AIDS-ASSOCIATED NEPHROPATHY: Renal syndrome in human 
immunodeficiency virus-infected patients characterized by 
nephrotic syndrome, severe proteinuria, focal and segmental 
glomerulosclerosis with distinctive tubular and interstitial 
changes, enlarged kidneys, and peculiar tubulorecticular 
structures. 


ALCOHOL WITHDRAWAL DELIRIUM: An acute organic mental 
disorder due to recent cessation or reduction in alcohol con- 
sumption with the essential characteristic being delirium. 
Autonomic hyperactivity -- that is, tachycardia, sweating, and 
elevated blood pressure -- is also present. It was formerly called 
delirium tremens. 


AMERICAN CANCER SOCIETY: A voluntary organization 
concerned with the prevention and treatment of cancer. 


AMERICAN HEART ASSOCIATION: A voluntary organization 
concerned with the prevention and treatment of heart and 
vascular diseases. 


ANALGESIA, OBSTETRICAL: The elimination of sensibility to 
pain, without the loss of consciousness, during labor, delivery, 
and possibly the postpartum period, usually through the 
administration of narcotic analgesics. 


ANESTHESIA RECOVERY: The period of emergence from 
general anesthesia where different elements of consciousness 
return at different rates; the return of esthesia. 


ANGINA, UNSTABLE: Precordial pain at rest which may precede 
a myocardial infarction. 


ANOREXIA: Loss of appetite. 


ANTITRUST: The federal and state laws, and their enforcement, 
that protect trade and commerce from unlawful restraints and 
monopolies or unfair business practices. 


BACTERIAL COLONIZATION: Presence of microorganisms in or 
on a host with growth and multiplication but without tissue 
invasion or damage. 


BEHAVIORAL OBJECTIVES: Aims of instruction or any learning 
activity stated as actual performance criteria or as observable 
descriptions of measurable behavior. 


BIOLOGICAL PSYCHIATRY: An interdisciplinary science 
concerned with studies of the biological bases of behavior -- 
biochemical, genetic, physiological, and neurological -- and 
applying these to the understanding and treatment of mental 
illness. 


BLOOD LOSS, SURGICAL: Loss of blood during or after surgery. 
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BREAST CARE: For care during pregnancy and puerperium. 


BURN UNITS: Specialized hospital facilities which provide 
intensive care for burn patients. 


CARDIOPLEGIC SOLUTIONS: Solutions which will temporarily 
arrest heart activity. Used in the performance of heart surgery. 
Consider also HEART ARREST/chemically induced. 


CAUSAL ATTRIBUTION: Perception of causes of behavior, 
disease, or events or dispositional properties of an individual or 


group. 


CEFACLOR: Semisynthetic, broad-spectrum antibiotic derivative 
of cephalexin proposed for oral use. 


CHILD CUSTODY: For discussion of who legally is allowed to 
have rights to access to children. 


CHILDREN OF IMPAIRED PARENTS: A child of one or more 
parents afflicted by an organic, psychiatric, or behavioral 
disorder. Articles on this subject tend to focus on the child from 
the social, behavioral, or psychological viewpoint, rather than the 
genetic. 


CINOXACIN: Synthetic antimicrobial related to oxolinic and 
nalidixic acids; used in urinary tract infections. 


CONFLICT OF INTEREST: A situation in which a private person 
might benefit from official or professional actions. It includes a 
conflict between private interests or finances and official 
responsibilities in a position of trust. The term is not restricted to 
private finances nor to only government officials. The concept 
refers both to actual or proven conflict of interest and the 
appearance or perception of conflict. 


CONFUSION: A mental state characterized by bewilderment, 
emotional disturbance, lack of clear thinking, and perceptual 
disorientation. 


CONSCIENCE: The cognitive and affective processes which 
constitute an internalized moral governor over an individual's 
moral conduct. 


CONTACT TRACING: Identification of those persons (or animals) 
who have had such an association with an infected person, 
animal, or contaminated environment as to have had the 
opportunity to acquire the infection. Contact tracing is a 
generally accepted method for the control of sexually transmitted 
diseases. 


COSMETIC TECHNICS: Use SURGERY, PLASTIC for cosmetic 
surgery. 


COUVADE: The occurrence in the mate of a pregnant woman of 
symptoms related to pregnancy such as nausea, vomiting, and 
abdominal pain. 


CRITICISM: Includes constructive criticism. 


CRUSH SYNDROME: A potentially life-threatening problem 
following crush injury characterized by a predictable sequence of 
events that include hypovolemia, compartment syndrome, 
rhabdomyolysis, and acute tubular necrosis. Cardiac dysrhyth- 
mias are common. 


DEPENDENCY (PSYCHOLOGY): The tendency of an individual 
or individuals to rely on others for advice, guidance, or support. 
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DEPENDENT PERSONALITY DISORDER: A personality disorder 
in which the individual passively allows others to assume 
responsibility for major areas of his or her life because of lack of 
self-confidence and an inability to function independently. 


DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITIES: Disabilities resulting from 
mental retardation, cerebral palsy, epilepsy, autism, or other 
neurological conditions closely related to mental retardation that 
originate before age 18 and are considered substantial handi- 
caps to normal functioning. 


DIABETES MELLITUS, GESTATIONAL: Onset or first recognition 
of glucose intolerance during pregnancy. 


DIAPERS: For adults use INCONTINENCE AIDS. 


DIFFUSION OF INNOVATION: The broad dissemination of new 
ideas, procedures, technics, materials, and devices and the 
degree to which these are accepted and used. 


DISSOCIATIVE DISORDERS: A disturbance or alteration in the 
normally integrative functions of identity, memory, or conscious- 
ness. May be gradual, transient, or chronic. 


DNA, RECOMBINANT: Biologically active DNA which has been 
formed by the in vitro joining of DNA from different sources. 


DRINKING BEHAVIOR: Consider also ALCOHOL DRINKING. 


DRUG INCOMPATIBILITY: Drugs which are not suitable for 
combination and/or simultaneous administration as their 
interaction renders them harmful or ineffective. 


DRUGS, ORPHAN: Drugs or biologicals which are unlikely to be 
manufactured by private industry unless special incentives are 
provided by others. 


DYSARTHRIA: A collection of motor speech disorders due to 
impairment originating in the central or peripheral nervous 
system. 


EARLY INTERVENTION, CHILDHOOD: Educational and 
therapeutic services provided for infants and toddlers between 
birth and 3 years of age who have been identified as biologically 
or environmentally at risk for developmental delay. 


EDUCATION, NON-TRADITIONAL: Alternative educational 
programs within or without the formal educational system that 
provide flexible and innovative teaching, curriculum, grading, or 
degree requirements. 


ENTEROCOLITIS, NECROTIZING: A serious intestinal disorder 
generally of preterm infants characterized by abdominal 
distention, bloody stools, and air seen in the bowel wall on plain 
radiographs. It is thought to be the end response of the 
immature intestinal tract to many insults to the mucosa, including 
infection. 


EOSINOPHILIA: The formation and accumulation of an abnor- 
mally large number of eosinophils in the blood. 


EPITHELIUM: Consider also MUCOUS MEMBRANE; SKIN. 


EXTUBATION, TRAUMATIC: Extubation which occurs acciden- 
tally or as a result of the patient removing an airway. 


FETAL MACROSOMIA: A complication of gestational diabetes or 
prolonged pregnancy. A macrosomic fetus is defined as 
weighing more than 4,000 grams. Consider also INFANT, 
LARGE FOR GESTATIONAL AGE. 
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FETAL MEMBRANES, ARTIFICIAL RUPTURE: Done by 
physician, nurse or midwife. 


FETAL RIGHTS: Includes the right of the fetus to receive an 
adequate level of maternal care as well as the right to be born. 


FOOD HANDLING: Any aspect of the preparation, transport, 
storage, packaging, serving, or delivery of food. 


FOOD SERVICES: Functions, equipment and facilities concerned 
with the preparation and distribution of ready-to-eat food. 
Includes food stamp plans, school lunches, meals on wheels, 
child feeding plans, etc. 


FUNDAL HEIGHT: A measurement of the size of the uterus done 
to estimate weeks of pregnancy and growth of fetus. 


GRAFT VERSUS HOST DISEASE: An immunological attack 
mounted by a graft against the host because of tissue incompati- 
bility. Results in anorexia, diarrhea, loss of hair, leukopenia, 
thrombocytopenia, growth retardation, and eventual death. 


HEALTH FACILITY CLOSURE: The closing of any health facility, 
e.g., health centers, residential facilities, or hospitals. 


HEALTH FACILITY ENVIRONMENT: Physical surroundings or 
conditions of a hospital or other health facility and influences of 
these factors on patients and staff. 


HEALTH PERSONNEL, UNLICENSED: Prefer LICENSE 
REVOCATION for disciplinary loss of license. 


HEART SOUNDS: The sounds heard over the cardiac region 
produced by the functioning of the heart. 


HEMATOPOIETIC CELL GROWTH FACTORS: A family of 
hematopoietic regulators with biological specificities defined by 
their ability to support proliferation and differentiation of blood 
cells of different lineages. ERYTHROPOIETIN belongs to this 
family. Some of these factors have been used in the treatment 
of chemotherapy-induced neutropenia, myelodysplastic 
syndromes, and bone marrow failure syndromes. 


HEMODIALYSIS CENTERS: Includes both hospital and free- 
standing centers. 


HEPATORENAL SYNDROME: Renal failure that occurs in the 
setting of liver failure. 


HOSPITAL RESTRUCTURING: Reorganization of the hospital 
corporate structure. 


HOSPITALS, URBAN: Hospitals located in metropolitan areas. 


INSTILLATION, DRUG: The administration of therapeutic agents 
drop by drop, as eye drops, ear drops, or nose drops; also 
through a catheter into a body space or cavity. Differs from 
irrigation in that the irrigate is removed within minutes, but the 
instillate is left in place. 


INSTRUMENT CONSTRUCTION: Use for construction of research 
instruments only. TEST CONSTRUCTION is available for 
construction of educational tests. 


INTERINSTITUTIONAL RELATIONS: The interactions between 
representatives of institutions, agencies, or organizations. 


INTERNAL MAMMARY ARTERY IMPLANTATION: Indirect 
myocardial revascularization in which the internal mammary 
artery is implanted into the myocardium. 





INTERNATIONAL COUNCIL OF NURSES: An international 
professional organization composed of one association per 
country for the purpose of improving and developing nursing's 
contribution to the promotion of health and care of the sick. 


INTRAOPERATIVE COMPLICATIONS: Disorders affecting 
patients during surgery. They may or may not be related to the 
disease for which the surgery is done. They may or may not be 
direct results of the surgery. 


INTRAPARTUM CARE: Care of the fetus, mother, and family 
during the period that begins with progressive cervical dilation 
and contractions and ends with the delivery of the placenta and 
membranes. 


IRRITABLE BOWEL SYNDROME: Motility disorder involving the 
small intestine and large bowel and associated with variable 
degrees of abdominal pain, constipation, or diarrhea, apparently 
as a reaction to stress in a susceptible individual. 


LECTURE: A teaching method in which information is presented 
orally to a class with a minimal amount of class participation. 


LICENSURE, NURSING: For articles about the licensing exam for 
nurses, see NCLEX. 


MANAGEMENT OF LABOR: Ability to manage or intervene 
appropriately in the progress of labor. Usually done by midwives 
or physicians. Use LABOR/nursing or OBSTETRIC NURSING 
for articles about traditional nursing care in labor. 


MANDATORY REPORTING: Covers public health conditions, 
including infectious disease, disease outbreaks, abuse, etc. 
which are reportable by law. 


MASTITIS: Cystic Mastitis=FIBROCYSTIC DISEASE OF 
BREAST. 


MATERNAL AGE 35 AND OVER: Pregnancy in women 35 or 
more years of age. It is used for normal pregnancies and for 
problems of pregnancy occurring in a woman's late reproductive 
years. These include effects on the mother's physical and 
mental health as well as risks of perinatal mortality and fetal 
abnormality. 


MATERNAL MORTALITY: Largely a statistical concept. Use for 
death of the mother in the perinatal period. 


MEDICAL WASTE: Consider also RADIOACTIVE POLLUTANTS. 


METHICILLIN RESISTANCE: Non-susceptibility of a microbe to 
the action of methicillin, a semi-synthetic penicillin derivative. 


MILK HYPERSENSITIVITY: Allergic reaction to milk (usually cow's 
milk) or milk products. In infants the hypersensitivity is mani- 
fested by colic, vomiting, diarrhea, rhinitis, wheezing, etc. 
Differentiate from LACTOSE INTOLERANCE, an intolerance to 
milk as a result of congenital deficiency of lactase. 


NURSING COSTS: Costs associated with the provision of nursing 
care. 


NURSING INFORMATICS: The field of information science 
concerned with the analysis and dissemination of nursing data 
through the application of computers. 


NURSING INTERVENTIONS: A specific part of the nursing 
process. Done after assessment and nursing diagnosis. 
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ORGANIZATIONAL OBJECTIVES: The purposes, missions, and 
goals of an individual organization or its units, established 
through administrative processes. Includes an organization's 
long-range plans and administrative philosophy. 


ORGANIZATIONAL POLICIES: A course of method of action 
selected, usually by an organization, institution, university, 
society, etc. from among alternatives to guide and determine 
present and future decisions and positions on public matters. It 
does not include internal policy relating to the organization and 
administration within the corporate body, for which MANAGE- 
MENT is available. 


OUTLIERS, DRG: In health care reimbursement, especially in the 
prospective payment system, those patients who require an 
unusually long hospital stay or whose stay generates unusually 
high costs. 


OXYGEN SATURATION: The ratio of the amount of oxygen in the 
blood which is combined with hemoglobin to the total amount of 
oxygen which the hemoglobin could carry. 


OXYGEN TRANSPORT: The process by which oxygen is 
absorbed in the lungs by the hemoglobin in circulating deoxygen- 
ated red cells and carried to the peripheral tissues. 


PASSIVE-AGGRESSIVE PERSONALITY DISORDER: A 
personality disorder characterized by aggressive behavior 
manifested in passive ways, such as pouting, procrastination, 
and stubbornness. These behaviors are the indirect expression 
of resistance to demands for adequate performance in both 
occupational and social functioning. 


PERSONNEL LOYALTY: Dedication or commitment shown by 
employees to organizations or institutions where they work. 


PERSONNEL TURNOVER: A change or shift in personnel due to 
reorganization, resignation, or discharge. 


PHYSIOPATHOLOGY: Prefer /physiopathology with specifics. 


POSTPOLIOMYELITIS SYNDROME: A "postpolio" syndrome 
characterized by new neuromuscular symptoms, including 
muscle weakness, that develops years after recovery from 
poliomyelitis. The symptoms may vary from simple nonprogres- 
sive deterioration of function, with joint pain, fatigue, and 
subsequent stabilization, to atypical forms of spinal muscular 
dystrophy. The new, slowly progressive muscle weakness may 
occur in muscles that were previously affected by polio and 
recovered or in muscles that were clinically unaffected by the 
acute disease. 


PREGNANCY TRIMESTER, FIRST: First 14 weeks of pregnancy. 


PREGNANCY TRIMESTER, SECOND: Weeks 15-28 of preg- 
nancy. 


PREGNANCY TRIMESTER, THIRD: Weeks 29-42 of pregnancy. 


PRESCRIPTIVE AUTHORITY: Legal authority to write prescrip- 
tions. 


PROBLEM IDENTIFICATION: For general articles about process 
of problem identification. Prefer NURSING DIAGNOSIS or 
RESEARCH QUESTION when appropriate. 


PULMONARY CIRCULATION: The circulation of blood through the 
lungs. 
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PULMONARY WEDGE PRESSURE: The blood pressure as 
recorded after wedging a catheter in a small pulmonary artery; 
believed to reflect the pressure in the pulmonary capillaries. 


RECOMBINANT PROTEINS: Proteins prepared by recombinant 
DNA technology. 


REOPERATION: Repeat operation for the same condition in the 
same patient. Includes reoperation for disease progression or 
recurrence or reoperation following operative failure. 


RESPIRATORY CIRCULATION: The mechanisms of pulmonary 
circulation coordinated with the heart and systemic circulation. It 
involves the flow or interruption of the flow of blood to the lungs 
as it affects respiration. PULMONARY CIRCULATION, a 
circulatory concept, emphasizes the passage of blood from the 
right to the left heart through the lungs. RESPIRATORY 
CIRCULATION coordinates this with heart action, systemic 
circulation, and breathing. 


RESUSCITATION ORDERS: Instructions issued by a physician 
pertaining to the institution, continuation, or withdrawal of life 
support measures. The concept includes policies, laws, statutes, 
decisions, guidelines, and discussions that may affect the 
issuance of such orders. 


ROLE THEORY: Theory related to patterns of behavior in society. 


RUBELLA SYNDROME, CONGENITAL: Intrauterine rubella 
infection resulting in severe multiple organ involvement. It is also 
called the expanded rubella syndrome. 


SCAPEGOATING: Process in which the mechanisms of projection 
or displacement are utilized in focusing feelings of aggression, 
hostility, frustration, etc. upon another individual or group; the 
amount of blame being unwarranted. 


SELEGILINE: A selective, irreversible inhibitor of Type B monoam- 
ine oxidase. It is proposed as an antiparkinson agent and 
possible antidepressant. 


SELF ASSESSMENT (PSYCHOLOGY): Appraisal of one's own 
personal qualities or traits. 


SHAME: An emotional attitude elicited by realization of a short- 
coming or impropriety. 


SHY-DRAGER SYNDROME: A progressive degenerative disease 
of the central and autonomic nervous systems characterized by 
orthostatic hypotension, urinary and fecal incontinence, anhidro- 
sis, external ophthalmoplegia, generalized weakness, muscle 
wasting, tremors, and impotence. 


SOCIAL JUSTICE: An interactive process whereby members of a 
community are concerned for the equality and rights of all. 


STUDENTS, NON-TRADITIONAL: Students who, because of 
circumstances such as age, socioeconomic factors, or educa- 
tional background, are different from the types of students who 
make up the majority. 


SURGERY, OTORHINOLARYNGOLOGIC: Used for general 
articles. Consider also specific headings with /surgery. Not for 
SURGERY, EYE. 


SURGICAL WOUND DEHISCENCE: Separation of the layers of a 
surgical wound. 
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TOMOGRAPHY, EMISSION-COMPUTED: Uses radionuclides 
and computer; do not confuse with TOMOGRAPHY, X-RAY 
COMPUTED which uses x-rays and computer. 


TOTAL PATIENT CARE NURSING: A bridge between the primary 
and team nursing systems. In total patient care nursing, a nurse 
has primary care of a group of patients, but responsibility for 
planning is for an 8-hour period only. 


TRAUMA NURSING: Use for the specialty. 


TREATMENT REFUSAL: Refusal of a person to accept medical or 
psychiatric treatment or his unwillingness to comply with the 
physician's instructions or prescribed regimens. In the case of a 
legally incompetent person, the concept may include a third party 
authorized to make decisions on his behalf. Differentiate from 
REFUSAL TO TREAT which originates with the health profes- 
sional, not the patient. 


TUMOR MARKERS, BIOLOGICAL: Indicators of tumor stage and 
grade, also useful for monitoring responses to treatment and 
predicting recurrence. 


ULTRASONOGRAPHY, PRENATAL: The visualization of tissues 
during pregnancy through recording of the echoes of ultrasonic 
waves directed into the body. The procedure may be applied 
with reference to the mother or the fetus and with reference to 
organs or the detection of maternal or fetal disease. 


URODYNAMICS: The mechanical laws of fluid dynamics as they 
apply to urine transport. Same relation to URINARY TRACT that 
HEMODYNAMICS is to CARDIOVASCULAR SYSTEM. 


VENTILATOR PATIENTS: Includes both ventilator-dependent and 
ventilator-assisted patients. 


WOUNDS, NONPENETRATING: A physical injury or wound 
caused by external force or violence. Principal causes include 
motor vehicle accidents, suicide, homicide, burns, and falls.
